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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  THE  School  Board  of  Greenfield: 

Herewith  is  submitted  for  your  consideration  my  sixth  annual 
report  on  the  condition  of  your  schools. 

Teachers 
The  schools  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  retain  the  same 
teachers  as  last  year.  For  the  last  four  years,  there  has  not  been, 
as  is  the  case  so  frequently  in  small  towns,  the  yearly  change 
in  the  teaching  force.  We  have  been  able  to  retain  our  teach- 
ers, and  this  fact  has  added  greatly  to  the  efficiency  in  the  work 
of  the  schools.  So  long  as  the  teaching  force  remains  fairly 
constant  and  care  is  taken  in  its  selection,  the  results  on  the 
work  of  the  schools  is  sure  to  be  very  beneficial. 

The  Work  in  General 

The  course  in  music  put  into  the  schools  this  year  by  vote 
of  the  district  is  proving  to  be  very  successful.  Miss  Howe, 
the  teacher,  a  student  at  the  Keene  Normal  school,  is  very 
competent  and  the  children  are  taking  hold  of  the  subject  se- 
riously and  are  showing  considerable  zeal  and  enthusiasm.  By 
combining  with  Francestown  in  the  employment  of  the  teacher 
and  sharing  the  expense  of  transportation  the  cost  is  very 
reasonable. 

Tests  in  reading  and  the  fundamentals  of  arithmetic  were 
given  during  the  fall  term.  The  test  in  reading  was  intended 
to  disclose  the  ability  of  the  pupil  to  get  thought  from  the 
printed  page,  and  was  a  test  in  silent  reading.  It  revealed  a 
weakness  in  this  respect.  In  many  cases  a  child  can  read 
orally  a  paragraph  or  a  selection  quite  fluently,  but  is  unable  to 
get  the  meaning  from  the  selection  read.  This  is  a  handicap 
all  through  his  school  course  in  view  of  the  fact  that  so  much 
of  our  school  procedure  is  based  upon  this  ability.  Unless  a 
child  is  able  to  comprehend  what  he  reads  his  work  in  history, 
geography,  literature,  and,  in  fact,  all  the  school  subjects  is 
seriously  hampered.  Emphasis  is  no"w  being  placed  upon  this 
phase  of  reading  in  an  effort  to  train  the  children  in  the  ability 
to  get  the  thought  from  the  printed  page. 

In  the  test  in  arithmetic  all  but  one  grade  equaled  or  surpassed 
the  standard  set  for  the  grade.  However,  the  drill  work  on  the 
fundamentals  is  being  continued,  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  the  time 
another  test  is  given  in  the  spring  still  greater  improvement  will 
be  shown.

A  test  in  spelling  is  to  be  given  shortly  on  the  work  which 
has  been  covered  this  half  year,  and  also  on  the  work  of  the 
previous  years  to  find  out  how  well  the  pupils  retain  what  they 
have  once  learned. 

All  of  these  tests  are  standardized  and  by  using  them  we  are 
able  to  discover  how  our  pupils  stand  in  comparison  with 
pupils  in  other  schools  over  the  country. 

Repairs 

The  installation  of  the  new  chemical  toilets  is  an  improvement 
of  very  great  importance.  The  unsanitary  and  unsightly  toilets 
in  the  rear  of  the  school  building  are  now  dispensed  with  and 
the  children  are  now  not  exposed  to  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather.  I  would  suggest  that  the  old  toilets  be  removed  as 
soon  as  possible. 

Attendance 

Last  year  there  were  78  different  pupils  enrolled  in  the 
schools,  with  an  average  membership  of  67.5  and  an  average 
attendance  of  62.1.  The  per  cent  of  attendance  for  the  year 
was  92,  and  53  cases  of  tardiness  occurred.  Two  pupils  were 
neither  absent  or  tardy  for  the  entire  year,  Anna  Swinington  and 
Wayland  Russell. 

The  schools  were  actually  in  session  170  days  during  the 
year,  ten  days  having  been  lost  because  of  holidays,  bad  weather, 
etc.  With  this  in  mind  the  importance  of  seeing  to  it  that 
children  are  in  attendance  every  day  the  schools  are  in  session, 
unless  prevented  by  sickness  or  other  equally  good  excuse,  is 
clearly  apparent.  Each  day  lost  is  so  much  subtracted  from  the 
educational  opportunities  of  the  child. 

Health 

The  folloM'ing  is  the  result  of  the  medical  examination  of  the 
school  children  held  last  June.

Defective  vision  9 

Defective  hearing  2 

Cardiac  disease  2

Defective  teeth  44 

Enlarged  tonsils  28 

Adenoids  28 

Unvaccinated  42 
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Since  the  examination  the  previous  year  21  are  reported  as 
having  had  their  teeth  attended  to,  one  as  having  had  tonsils 
out,  and  one  as  having  had  adenoids  removed. 

I  cannot  urge  too  strongly  the  need  for  parents  to  consider 
seriously  the  reports  that  are  sent  home  by  the  examining  phy- 
sician regarding  the  physical  defects  discovered  in  their  chil- 
dren. Many  a  child  is  seriously  handicapped  in  his  school  work 
by  some  physical  defect  that  could  be  easily  remedied,  if  parents 
Avould  only  seriously  regard  the  defects  as  handicaps.  The 
children  cannot  be  held  responsible  for  the  continued  existance 
of  the  defects,  so  the  blame  attaches  to  parents,  if  the  defects 
are  such  as  can  be  easily  remedied. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  some  to  know  how  much  it  takes  to 
educate  a  child  in  Greenfield  for  a  year.  Last  year  the  total 
expense,  not  including  the  high  school  tuition,  the  expense  of 
painting  the  school  house,  nor  insurance,  was  $4349.71.  This 
includes  all  charges  of  administration,  etc.  Based  on  the  aver- 
age membership  of  67.5  pupils  the  expense  per  pupil  for  the 
year  was  $64.44.     This  was  very  close  to  the  state  average. 

To  all  who  by  their  interest  and  cooperation  have  helped  in 
the  work  of  the  schools  may  I  express  my  sincere  appreciation.
